The Amendment After Final will not be entered because it fails to place the application in 
condition for allowance. Several issues of clarity exist with the proposed amendments: 

a. In Claims 1 and 32, insufficient structure exists because a power input means is 
lacking between the "prime mover" and "power dividing means", rendering the 
invention(s) unclear 

b. In Claims 11, 23 and 45, the proposed amendment of "wherein power is transmitted 
directly to one of said output members" contradicts the subsequent "said power dividing 
means... shares power transmitted into said input member " (emphasis added).
